ww» On 21 January 1947 a troop transport arrived fron Russia with 5,000 workers 
who ara to construct a new dry dock in the northern part of Stettin harbor. 
Presumably these Ruseian workers were imported by the Polish Government as skilled 
“uorkera for the iron industry. ‘The workers are said to be paid in dollars and 
aerangements have been made so that they can send thelr wages to Rusaia. 

Comment: This seeas rather incredible In view of the shortage of 

foreign currency). ‘they were accompanied by a number of women. The workers are 
held in isolation fvom both soldiers and sivilians. 


ec. Ab present the following ships are to be found in Stettin: 20 speedboats 
equipped with torpedess and armed with 20 mm cannon, sight minesweepers with 20 
wn and 40 ma carmon, three new torpedo boats armed with 20 mm anti-aircraft 
eannon, also one €O mm cannon in the bow and one 80 mm cannon in the stern, 
eight torpedo tubes, two of them in the stern. Speed about 36 miles per hour. 
‘Tonnage about 600 tons. Commanded by Russian and Polish crews, amongst which 
there are many Germans, mostly machinists. 


2. Kamien (Kamnin) 


a, About 5,000 Russian marines are stationed here and are being trained in 
the use of one-man underwater torpedo boats. These marines are between 18 to 
23 years. They are being extensively trained in swimming, gymastics and 
erenade throwing. They are experimenting with special underwater clothing and . 
ia spite of the bitter cold are spending about three hours a day in the water. 
The special clothing can keep a wan afloat and warm for about 18 hours. The 
aue-man underwater torpedo beats are Cerman made and the instructor is a former 
fierman officer from the former German marines, Heinrich Kempf. These marines 
yeveive a vation which is three times the ration for ordinary soldiers. The 
Commander of the warines is a Russian by name of Skidelaj. His assistants are 
Captain Antonicz, Lt. Burbin and Li. Wielik. 


3. Rewel, ~ Wlodacke -- Wodici CONFIDENT 1Aek14 
This is said to be a stretch of boggy ground about 40 km in length. About 5,000 
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troops are stationed here, consisting of enmineer, pioneer and motorized 
detachments. They are trained in the use ol’ heavy artillery, by constructing 
large mats of reinforced concrete and using these sats as targets, und test 
what mixture of steel und concrete is necessary so that the mat is not 
penetrated by the artillery fires They are ulso building bridges and camps 
on piles in the boggy grounde Filens have also been made for the building of 
an eirporte Underground hengars are also being constructed.

hangar situated about two km inland. The chief in command of these operations 
is General Burrowiez.

a» About 7,000 men are stationed here consisting of marines, military 

police and infantry troopse The carines are on patrol froa Stettin to 
Kolobrzegz. The infantry troops are used for miscellaneous work and the 
military police are used for patrolling. The merines, pabroliing the coast 
from Stettin te Kolobrzer, emmloy spsed boats, Sermin made with 20 in cannon 
and radio, The chief of the marines is Captnin Dunder. Chief of Lhe infantry 
is Captain Nowakowlea, Chief ef the militery police is Captain of the uvu 
ivan Korre.

a, This entire stretch of coust is pétrolled by submarine crews and 
military police who have stations in every town. The sea along the coast is 
algo patrolled by U-boats with U-boat crews and military police on board. 
they are stationed in Hel. 


6 Hel Peninsula 


a» About 1,000 Polish marines ere stationed here and ure training in the 
use of motor boats and speed boats, The chief for this training school is 
Commander Korsideff. There are also about 3,000 young recruits trainiag te 
. become seamen. These Peninsula recruits are stationed at Hel, and are living 
in the old marine arsenal near Puck. 


7. Gdynia 


a. Fraa 2500 to 3000 men are passing daily through Gdynia. The station 
complement consists of about 1500 men, primarily members of MVD and U-boat

crens, The chief of this complement is the MVD Commander Jozef Kovalsk’. 
Tn the naval base are stationed three destroyers, each one manned by about 
350 men. Their armor consists of threc 26 van cannon, two 40 mn cannon, six

n. About L000 Russian and Polish military police are on patrol duty 
along the cesst to Leba. Sach patrol is sade up of approximately 50 men 
using automoviles and motorcycles. The motorcycles are German made and

Imm. Lt. Pisybylski (presunably Polish) is in charge of this station. 
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Ustka (Stolpmunde) 


a, About 3000 Russian marines and Pionser troops are stationed at this 
point, The marines are experimenting with newly constructed speed boats which 
have been inunufactured in Slupsk (Stelp). These motorbouts have a small 
torpedo, about 500 kg, which is hidden under the foredeck: it is so constructed 
that it can be holsted and fired while the setorboat lg in top speed. The 
torpedo is so constructed that when it is fired it hits the water and is 
jinmediately submerged and comes again to the surface about 500 meters from the 
point of firing, This type of firing enables the motorboat to change its 
course. The motorboat is armed with 200 mu anti-aireraft to aft and is 
equipped with radio. The motorbocts are fet bottomed and are equipped with 
gasoline moters. The motor can os uncoupled and the propeller raised: so that 
the motortoat coasts towurd shore, The boats can land in shallow water, one 
meter deep, The motors are said to be of Itelian design. 


b. The Pioneer troops are beiny trained in the coristruction of bridges 
and,a special one is under construction which permits half of the bridee to 
be Lowered as the motorboat plides over it.

A new factory has been constructed by Terman envineers which manufactures 
notorboats and one-man tornedo boats. The motorbeats are assembled in Ustka 
and transported by rail from Sflupsk, accompaniod by @ heavy puard, The one- 
fan underwater torcede boats are siven their test runs ot this station before 
they are assiened te other stations.
